TRADE FAIR AGAIN 


According 0 the latest reports 
another Fair is to be held in Hong- 
kong next December. It will be Te- 
membered that a few years ago 

similar undertaking proved to be a 
reat success and doubtless an en- 
couragement to arrange a further 
exhibition. Called the British Empire 
and Trade Fair it is so designed that 
both British and Chinese goods shall 
be displayed for the purpose of 
stimulating both the import and ex- 
}port trades. The plans, as at present 
Drepared, provide for ‘the accom- 
modation of 320 stalls in the building 
specially set oside for It. In addition 
to the stalls, the latter will ‘contain 
premises for a club with restaurant 
‘and tearoom together with a ballroom 
in which it will be possible to show 
trade films and to give lectures, ete 
By this means it is hoped to bring 
British and Chinese traders. closer 
‘together. Emphasis is laid on the 
fact that China is being invited to 
jexhibit her own products as well as: 
inspect those produced by the Empire 
For to-day it is a truism apparent 
to the most ordinary observer that 
lo country. ean hope to develop. 2 
exclusively one way trade. The fact 
that China suffers from 20 heavy an 
adverse trade balance makes it dif 
cult to expand the Empire's exports, 
to China, and the desire of the 
sponsors of the Fair is that it will 
help toward assisting China's exports 
‘as well as imports. ‘Those responsible 
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for the scheme are to be congratulated 
upon the manner in whieh even 
in these times of depression thay are 
taking time by the forelock and pre- 
paring for the improvement tn con- 
ditions which will lead to more trade 
being done. It might not be very 
cusy to arrange such exhibitions 
in Shanghai though doubtless the 
Success of this new venture will be 

ited with considerable interest in 
View of the possibility of doing some- 
thing similar in this port.

‘The Finance Commissioner of Sze-

‘The fubsi"y of $800,000 a month 
towards the military expenses of the 
province has been extended toa 
period of six months. The Central 
Government is in favour of simplity- 
ing the duty payment system and 
also is endorsing the principle of 
follecting land tax once a year, 

"The Comininist situation is still 
obscure, ‘The Shensi armies are 
massing on the south frontier of that 
provinee to check the advance of the 
Communists in that area and heavy 
fighting is expected 

"The construction of a highway 
leading from Szechuan to Kueichow 
was taken in hand on February 26 
when the opening ceremony was at- 
tended by a number of civil and: 
military officials. The first section 
fof the road is from Chungking to 
Chikiang via Kiangtsin, a distance of 
163 kilometres. ‘The work was 
Initiated on that day by some 2,000 
labourers, half of them being either 
soldiers or militiamen, 

"A. large. mail-plane, named 
“chvangehou", arrived at Chungking 
‘on February 23. It was sent by the, 
Chinese Aviation Company to cope 
with the ever-growing amount of 
‘mail and ‘rae along the 
Chungking-Chengtu line. It is un~

BE TAKEN OVER 


Administration by Central 
Bank of China 


Nanking, Mar. 25 

Measures for liquidation of savings 
societies which offer prizes to attract 
the public have been tentatively 
drawn up by the Ministry of Finance. 

‘According to these measures, the| 
affairs of these’ societies, both Chinese 
‘and foreign, will be taken over by 
the Trust Department of the Central 
Bank of China as soon as the latter 
is formally inaugurated. 

In the interests of old depositors, 
the ‘Trust Department will carry on 
‘the work of the societies in accord- 
ance with their respective existing 
regulations, so that the old depositors 
‘may continue to make their deposis| 
‘and enjoy the benefits as heretofore. 

On the Trust Department taking- 
Jover, however, no new depositors will 
be admitted to any of the savings 
societies. In this manner, not only 
‘will the interests of the old depositors 
be protected, but a definite time- 
mit set for the closure of the savings 
societies which are mot tolerated 
under the new Savings Banking Law.

CO-OPERATIVE MOVE 
SPREADING 


14,000 Societies Formed in 
China 


Nanking, Mar, 2 

‘There has been a rapid growth 
during the past year of the co-opers 
tive movement ‘among Chinese far- 
mers, according to a report publish- 
ed by the National Agricultural 
Research Bureau of the Ministry of 
Industries. 


‘The Bureau states that there are 
14,000 co-operative societies in this 
country. Kiangsu province tops the 
st with 2937 co-operative societies 
followed by Shantung, Hopel, Che: 

iang, Anhwel, ‘Kiangsi, Honan, 
Hopeh and Hunan. In 1934 more than 
9,000 new co-operative, societies 
were formed. Since there were only 
5,000 co-operative societies in China 
before 1934, the figure was nearly 
doubled within the short period of 
fone year. 

‘The growth of the co-operative 
movement has been especially rapid 
in the province of Shensi, “Hunan, 
Shansi, Hupeh, Honan, Anhwei and 
‘Shantung. It is believed that the! 
resent economic bankruptcy of the 
Chinese farmers is a strong factor 




















the co-operative movement "in Chi- 
nese agricultural life. Before 1034 
the various co-operative societies in 
‘China had 180,000 members, while in 
1904 the figure was increased by 
370,000. 

China occupies S3rd place in the 
world’s co-operative movement, with 
‘an average of 14 members per 1,000 
population. Soviet Russia heads’ the 
fist with 656 members. There are 17 
countries with an average of 100 
members per 1,000 21 countries from 
10 to 100 members, and“13 countries 
from 2 to 10 members. 

A national co-operative conference 
was recently held in Nanking to dis- 
cuss ways and means to assist Chi- 
nese farmers to better their condition.

LESS HASTE WANTED 
March 26. 

Without joining in the witeh-hunt 
now being conducted in America 
‘against Public Utility Companies, 
responsible critics may reasonably 
feel that the attitude of President 
Roosevelt justifies caution in ex- 
aming proposals which, in any way, 
are associated with the financing of 
those organizations. This thought 
inevitably springs to the mind in 
noting the disclosures made by the 
Public Utilities Committee in_re~ 
Porting on the Shanghai Telephone 
‘Company's application for increased 
rates. The Telephone Company's 
connection with the International 
‘Telephone and Telegraph Corpora 
tion received special emphasis in 
those disclosures. Neither the 
Council nor the Company can 
hardly be surprised if the public is 
not disposed to be alert in endorsing 
the conclusions reached. In the 
statement issued on Saturday an- 
nouncing the Council's willingness, 
subject to the concurrence of the 
French Municipal Council, to grant | 
‘an increase equivalent to ap- 
proximately half of what the com- 
pany desired, the fact is revealed 
that a number of outstanding 
matters require the further attention 
of all concerned. To them reference 
will be made further down but in 
the meantime it is necessary to 
recall the primary cause for the 
situation in which the company 
finds itself to-day. In their 
plication for a tariff rate increase 
1932 the representatives of the 
Telephone Co. pointed out that in 
the reconstruction of the telephone 
system they had —_ expended.

In fairness to the company it has

BRITISH ACTION 
March 20. 

‘The leaders of the British com- 
munity in Shanghai have taken 
prompt action to define the com- 
munity’s attitude to the forthcoming 
‘Municipal Election. They have 
broken precedent by deciding to re- 
commend Mr. H. E. Arnhold, Mr. 
V. St. J. Killery, Mr. W. P. Lambe, 
‘Mr. J. H. Liddell and Mr. Harold 
Porter as the accredited British 
candidates for the five seats allov.ed 
‘by convention to their community, 
and to support the candidatures of 
‘Mr. J. W. Carney and Mr. C. 
Franklin for the American, and Mr. 
‘T. Urabe and Mr. T. Yamamoto 
for the Japanese seats under the 
‘same convention. This important 
decision should be recognized as 
marking a strong sense of the vital 
necessity of consolidating British 
opinion in the direction of the Set- 
flement’s affairs. The leaders of 
‘the community are clearly actuated 
by two main considerations. They 
desire to ensure an emphatic British 
vote as firm evidence that the 
British take a real interest in the 
affairs of the Settlement in which 
Great Britain has so much at stake. 
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Jeans in adhering to the “gentle- 
fmen's agreement” regarding the 
seats allotted to non-British re- 
Presentation. In particular the’ 
Japanese leaders have shown a true. 
lappreciation of international co- 
foperation by resisting suggestions 
from their own followers for the 
virtual disregard of the convention 
by nominating more than two 
Japanese candidates. In their turn 
‘the British leaders—representing as 
they do the three chief compre- 
hensive organizations of their com- 
munity—have adopted a definite 
ticket", thus implying a conviction 
that each British voter, after re- 
cording his votes for the two 
‘American and two Japanese can~ 
idates, wil. vote for the five 
icket® British candidates and for 
Ino one else. 


‘This decision must not be regard- 
Jed as reflecting on the merits of the 
remaining candidates. Mr. Hos- 
senlopp to-day cites an old prece- 
ident in favour of his candidature. 
He must forgive a reference in 
reply to the document which he 
Jquotes. ‘The Feetham Report points 
jout that the French Concession was 
deliberately excluded from the In- 
‘ternational Settlement owing to the 
strong objection of the French 
authorities of the day. Whatever 
‘ground there may be for welcoming 
jcandidatures from other non-British 
nationalities in the Settlement, the 
nomination of a  Frenchman— 
jestimable as Mr. Hossenlopp un- 
doubtedly is—is open to valid 
criticism. But, apart from that 
Jargument, the British voter is 
jto-day called upon to assert 
his own faith in British leader- 
ship here. He has to show that he 
fs no less ready than other citizens 
to support the undertakings given 
in his name by organizations which, 
by all reasonable tests, must be 
adjudged to be fully representative 
Jot his views. Within the three 
organizations named, there is ample 
room for differences of opinion 10 
bbe thrashed out and settled. When 
{those organizations deal with the 
jaccepted principals of other’ 
national . groups, by recognized 
British practice, disciplined support | 
jshould be forthcoming. Under 
present conditions the British 
Teaders cannot prevent other 
‘candidates from standing, but they 
hhave a right to ask that, when a 
contest is thus made inevitable, the 
solidarity of British opinion should 
be vindicated. This can be done 
only by following the prescription 
Jof the “ticket” nomination and by 
mobilizing the British vote in such 
impressive strength that British in- 
fluence in the Settlement and 
British interest in its affairs are 
junmistakably apparent to the most 
casual observer. It is not, at this 
stage, a question of the personal 
‘qualifications of the candidates. If 
it be contended that better men or 
fresher blood could have been 
{found, the answer is that those dis- 
Jcoveries should have been made 
last week. The only way to ensure 
jwihat_may be regarded as more 
‘vigorous or more independent re- 
presentation is to put all the 
strength of the British community 
behind the five accredited can- 
ididates and then, in the course of 
‘the year, to judge whether this 
Jconfidence can be better disposed 
jelsewhere at the suitable moment. 

‘There remains the position of Mr. 
JA. J. Hughes. Much sympathy will 
be felt for one who, in the past, 
has rendered yeoman service to 
[the community. ‘There are only 
five British seats and, the British 
‘organizations can, therefore, only 
recommend five candidates. Mr. 
‘Hughes, although not a present 
member of the Council, has been 
ssiving his time to various important 
‘committees on which his service as 
an “elder statesman” is highly ap- 
preciated. In that position of in- 
dependence reinforced as it is by

friends would be distressed to find |

fhimself. Judgment on this point 
must be left to Mr. Hughes. It is 
only possible here to tender advice 
with the utmost diffidence. What- 
Jever his view may be, the British 
community as a whole is exhorted 
to consider, not personal but cor- 
porate interests. In supporting the 
five British “ticket” candidates it 
has a perfect right to ask for 
definite statements of general 
policy. For example it might well 
insist that the Shanghai Tele- 
phone Company's application for 
revised rates should be submitted 
to an independent audit, And on 
other municipal problems it might 
ask for broad indications of future 
programmes. Apart from that 
specific aspect of political strategy, 
the community has a very cleat 
Jduty on which the action of its 
leaders has thrown an insistent 
light—to vote and vote “straight.” 
Finally let a word be ad- 
dessed to the British organi- 
zations which have taken this 
timely step. If there be any 
‘apprehension lest the complete 
significance of their action should 
not be grasped by the community 
jas a whole, let them not hesitate 
‘to call a special meeting of all 
‘thelr members in order that the 
situation may be explained with 
Jdue clarity and_ in appropriate 
jeireumstances. The procedure 
‘usually followed by these organiza~ 
tions for their annual general. 
meetings might, with certain adapt- 
ations, be convenient. Nothing 
should be left undone to make 
certain that the community under- 
‘stands the imperative necessity of 
recording its full voting strength in 
favour of the accredited candidates 
indicated in the British “ticket.” 











BRITISH APATHY 
March 21. 

A delighttully frank correspondent 
avows his lack of sympathy with 
the suggestion that the British voter 
in the International Settlement 
‘should pay heed to the appeal by 
‘the British leaders for strong sup- 
port of the five British “ticket” 
candidates, together with the two 
American and two Japanese can= 
‘didates in the forthcoming election. 
His reasons possibly reflect the 
opinion of others. They certainly 
explain the difficulty which con- 
fronts the leaders in impressing 
upon the community the vital im- 
portance of a revision of the 
habitual attitude hitherto adopted 
toward the annual election. With- 
jout pretending in any way to be 
able to shake his complacent 
‘cynicism, it may be permissible to 
commend certain considerations to 
‘him, blissful though his state of 
‘apathy may seem. The go-as-you- 
please methods of election suitable 
to the International Settlement in 
the spacious days and, to some 
extent, inspired by the rigidity of 
the Land Regulations, have been 
found unsatisfying by two com- 
munities: the Americans and Jap- 
janese. They have organized what 
amounts to a “ticket” system. They 
settle their respective internal dif- 
ferences among themselves and 
‘then are able to present the exact 
number of candidates to fll the 
seats, allotted to them—not by 
‘Land Regulation but by a conven- 
tion to which the British com- 
munity tacitly subscribes. ‘The 
‘working of that convention definite- 
ly implies the assumption by the 
British leaders of the right to speak 
for their community. In other 
words the British voter, in deli- 
berately ensuring the return of the 
American and Japanese candidates 
in past years, has actually accepted 
the “ticket” principle in part and 
has acted as advised by the ac- 
‘credited leaders. Now he or she is 
Jasked to go further and adopt those 
[leaders’ advice in regard to the five 
‘British seats, also allotted conven- 
tion. It is, therefore, illogical to 
Jassume that the important step 
taken by the three representative 
British organizations is incom- 
ratible with the general spirit of 
[the community's electoral ot 
tions. 

The British community is well- 
provided with machinery for giving 
'to the views of its rank and file an 











to fail to appreciate this point. His 


jare the National Socicties, the 
British Chamber of Commerce and 
the China Association and the 
British Residents’ Association. 
Every man and women in the com- 
munity is eligible for membership 
of the British Residents’ Associa~ 
tion, ‘The National Societies and 
‘the British Women's Association 
have nominees on its Ex~ 
ecutive Committee. The British 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
China Association are open to 
the influence of views which can 
be presented through constitutional 
channels and, if generally accept- 
able, find adoption. The other 
organizations give sufficient scope 
for the ventilation of all views re~ 
garding their policy, methods and 
machinery. Therefore, the ex 
ecutives of these organizations are 
entitled to regard themselves as ac- 
credited leaders. If they are unable 
to command a following, the proper 
time and place for emphasizing that 
point is when and where the annual 
‘or special meetings are held, under 
the terms of their respective con- 
stitutions. It is quite irrelevant to 
use or withhold the municipal vote 
in an international election to en- 
force a domestic grievance. It is 
more than irrelevant: it 1s waste 
of time; an empty gesture of ir- 
responsibility, which suggests that 
it is merely a cloak for laziness or, 
to use the politer term, apathy. This 
year the preliminary discussions 
‘of the international convention, 
disclosed the fact that the Japanese 
‘community, pressed by certain of 
its organizations, was desirous of 
putting up three candidates (or 
‘even more) in the belief that the 
British community's interest in the 
election was negligible, This bellet 
hhad superficial support in the poor 
percentage of the British vote secur= 
ing register at the poll, during @ 
Jong period of years. Whether the 
various British executives should 
have distrusted their own leader~ 
ship and summoned special general 
meetings to put the matter to their 
constituents, may be a matter of 
opinion. Practical consideration for 
public convenience and a not un- 
Teasonable confidence in the com= 
munity's general intelligence, in= 
duced them to act as spokesmen for 
British interests and to meet the 
‘Japanese argument with the under= 
taking that ve British candidates 
carrying the community's over- 
whelming endorsement would be 
nominated. On that understanding 
the Japanese adhered to the un= 
writfen convention or “gentleman's 
agreement” by confining themselves 
to two candidates as in former 
years, 

‘The Japanese attitude has been 
honourable, friendly and con 
siderate, “The Japanese leaders 
have shown leadership and thelr 
followers reasoned discipline, Yet 
it {s perfectly clear that they regard 
this election—if it actually takes 
place—as a test of the British com= 
munity's good faith and interest in 
the Sottlement’s affairs. ‘The return 
of the five British “ticket” can- 
didates with what Maxroxrre al- 
lusively describes as “the usual 
begearly number of votes,” will 
xive some colour to the British 
leaders’ assessment of thelr coun- 
trymen's views. Tt will not dispose 
of the charge of apathy. That can 
only be met by ensuring such an 
emphatic vote in support of the 
British “ticket” candidates that 
there is no valid ground for assert- 
ing, either that British interest in 
the Settlement’s affairs is faint or 
that the British vote is a negligible 
factor in election contests. No 
criticism can be levelled at the 
Japanese for raising this issue. 
‘They are anxious to meet thelr 
‘own community's demand for the 
assertion of a greater measure of 
Japanese influence over the 
administration of the Settlement. 
‘They perceive how the franchise 
can be used to satisfy these 
demands, so long as British apathy 
persists. They pertinently argue 
that if the British community is not 
‘able to poll more than 35 per cent. 
of its strength, then it cannot be as 
inlerested in mynicipal affairs as 
the 82 per cent. which represents 
the Japanese vote. They will not 
be impressed by the excuses ‘which 
Maxronite makes to flority his 
apathy. They will, indeed, point 
‘out that this shows that the British 
community is disorganized and that, 
Ms apparently accredited leaders 
lack the first essential of leadership 
—the disciplined support of fol- 
Towers. Once again, let it be 
stressed that it is not a question of 




















lopportunity for expression. There 
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“ticket” candidates—that issue 
should have been settled domesti- 
cally. It is a question of showing 
the international community here 
that the British, in participating in 
‘an international conventon, can 
keep faith and are not a hetero- 
geneous collection of helpless and 
hopeless irresponsibles. ‘The In- 
ternational Settlement is fortunate 
in having generated a happy spirit 
of international goodwill. 
goodwill Is dependent on the proper 
and tolerant recognition of respec- 
tive national interests. If a partic- 
ular community does not pull its 
full weight, it throws on others an 
unfair burden. British voters as 
the price of maintaining the con- 
ventional allotment of seats, are 
this year given a definite challenge 
to establish their claim to five seats. 
If they fail to accept the challenge 
and are content—for whatever 
reasons—to allow the charge of lack 
of interest to go by default, then 
they cannot complain if next year 
‘they find others taking the place 
they thought was theirs. And they 
will not be able to throw the blame 
on thelr leaders who have shown 
emphatically and fearlessly the 
proper course of action. 








BRITISH PRACTICE 

March 22. 
‘The members of the British 
Chamber of Commerce, the China 
Association and the British Resi- 
dents’ Association elect on the pre~ 
serlbed occasion annually —com- 
mittees to perform executive 
functions on their behalf. ‘Those 
committees are virtually leaders of| 
thelr respective organizations. And 
‘the three bodies in question cover: 
‘the British community as a whole| 
as completely as it can be covered 
tn the representative sense, It is 
true that hitherto international 


municipal polities have been 
Ignored by at least one of these 
‘organizations, as correspondents 
hhave pointed out. Yet the Ex- 


cutive Committee of the British 
Residents’ Association, before now. 
hhas given its members a clear lead 
on the direction in which votes 
should be cast as between con 
testants for coats in the Municipal 
Council. ‘This year, admittedly, an 
exceptional step was taken, ‘The 
Snpanese had occasion to get into 
touch with representative British 
‘opinion in regard to the convention 
whereby two seats were allotted to 
japanese candidates. ‘The Jap- 
fanese desire to extend their re- 
presentation to three (or more)

‘Although, as already hinted, the 
committees’ were not clected with 
‘the express purpose of choosing 
British candidates for the Municipal 
Election, it will be seen that as a 
representative British opinion was 
required, the Japanese were reason- 
able in assuming that in ap- 
proaching stich bodies an authorita- 
tive answer could be obtained. Nor 
ccan it be denied ‘that if the answer! 
had not been forthcoming the 
British community might well have 
charged its three most responsible 
organizations with lack of leader- 
¢hip and apathy. In commending 
the Ave “ticket” candidates to the 
electorate the British spokesmen 
were plainly actuated by the con- 
vietion that, it was necessary to 
show the residents of the Settlement 
and particularly the Japanese that 
British interest in municipal affairs 
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was intensely real and effective 
For that reason it was urged that 
not only should the community 
ensure the retun of the five 
candidates but it should increase 
the percentage of its actual polling 
strength toa really substantial 
figure. The candidates, standing 
were nominated, in accordance with 
accepted practice, by men of 

‘knowledged influence in the 
settlement and without special 
reference to the significance of the 
emergency which had arisen. The 
decision to work on the “ticket” 
system in the election was inspired 
by no animus against “non-ticket” 
candidates but solely by the con- 
vietion that an international issue 
was involved—no less than vindiea~ 
tion of British good faith and 
British intention to exercise in the 
Settlement's affairs the weight and 
Influence justified by British 
ferests and British enterprise to 
which the Settlement owes so 
tmuch. Criticism seems to have 
gone astray in imagining that 
principles of fair play and demo- 
eratic practice have been violated. 
If the three committees were com- 
posed of men who could not com- 
mand the confidence of their con- 
stituents, the Japanese could not 
bbe expected to appreciate that fact. 
Nor would it be pertinent to 
establish it by using or withholding 
the vote in an international elec- 
tion. ‘The proper way to enforce 
‘that point of view is by domestic

channels prescribed in the standing 
orders of the respective organiza 
tions. 

‘There is much talk of the British 
community being dictated to in 
this matter. This sort of criticism 
seems to lack grasp of the normal 
procedure followed in any 
democratic country. Democratic 
“organizations habitually select their 
candidates and in giving them 
support make clear their desires 
and aim in no uncertain terms. 
The issue here is, of course. domin- 
ated by the accidental condition of 
the emergency which necessitated 
jemergency action and prevented 
Institution of the formal ste of 
calling a special general meeting 
of the members of the three bodies 
concerned. The question of reg- 
ularizing the procedure in future 
vears can well be taken in hand by 
the British Residents’ Association, 
as the most comprehensive of the 
three bodies, and no doubt machin- 
ery can be devised to ensure that 
British “ticket” candidates in 1936 
will be chosen by the community 
well in advance of the actual time 
‘of nomination, as is now done by 
the American community. This

British Shanghailanders’ fretting 
nostalgia has been  fragrantly 


soothed by the free and frank con 
fessions vouchsafed by their coun 
trymen in the municipal election 
‘campaign. ‘Those who feared that, 
fon the mudfat here, British 
characteristics would be blunted ot 
fransmogrified through interna 
‘ional contacts must be pleasantly 
reassured. The atmosphere of 
Little Boreton-on-the-Mush, at 
the time of the annual election to 
the Urban District Council, has 
been delightfully recaptured’ nine 
thousand miles away. The amazing 
audacity of “solf-styled leaders”, 
the shameful autocracy of “vested 
interests,” the magnificent fearless 
ness of “independent candidates” 
Jand the superior wisdom of the 
anonymous mentor who smells rats 
in every municipal drain and dis- 
covers mares’ nests and skeletons 
beautifully jumbled together in 
every municipal —cupboard—they 
have all received appropriate notes 
Jof exclamation, indignation and 
zpplause, as the fancy dictated. 
As a background to this political 
pantomime, there has been a per- 
functory statement of actualities, in 
lorder io preserve a semblance’ of 
respect for those doubtless dull, 
lout worthy folk, who perversely 
insist on proceeding by rules of 
logic and other pedestrian modes 
of conduct. This salute to reason 
has been loftily ignored by the chief 
acrobats in their daring’ gyrations 
Jon the fying trapeze. ‘The 
veracious chronicles of Little 
[Boreton-on-the-Mush can produce 
{few finer examples of invigorating 
irrelevancy than have emerged 
‘trom the considered pronounce- 
ments which have adorned this 
municipal election and added to 
ithe gaiety of a depressed Shanghai 

Let it at once be admitted that 
Little Boreton-on-the-Mush will 
probably object to this comparison 
if it ever reads it. For that 
admirable pillar of British freedom, 
the “Boreton Guardian”, still recalls 
the controversy over ' the Town 
Pump as a political landmark of 
national importance in the history 
of the town. The facts may not be 
familiar to residents of Shanghai 
tthe strain of the present election 
here is not too exhausting, perhaps 
they may be briefly outlined. ‘The 
Town Pump had stood—a little 
edraggled in the effori—tor over 
150 years, “come last Michaelmas”. 
‘The Urban District Council had a 
brand-new water supply. ‘The 
Council decided to remove the

‘“Boreton Guardian”, with the in 
Jnocence of a progressive news- 
paper, calmly recognized the re- 
dundaney of maintaining a fittully 
productive Town Pump side by 
side with a modern water-supply, 
especially since the Fire Brigade, 
at considerable expense (£15 to be 
exact) had adapted its hose to the 
new-fangled hydrants. The “Bore- 
ton Guardian” reckoned without its 
host. Its correspondence columns 
[were immediately flooded by het 
fed protests which dealt with the 
subject faithfully, it discursively 
from every possible point of view 
In vain did the devoted journal 
endeavour to keep to prose. Its 
correspondents preferred poetry. 
And poetry, as everyone knows, 
enables fantasy and froth to find 
Atting figments to obscure what- 
fever fact there may be floating in 
the air. So all that week the noise 
fof battle rolled. But the issue 
jwas settled by no journalistic feat, 
‘The Post OMice van did it—a fine 
motor-van which had just replaced 
4 superannuated horse-drawn cart, 
Impertectly aware of the pecul 
‘les of the approach to the Market 
Place, the driver had misjudged 
his speed and, late at night, had 
charged the Town Pump without 
damaging even his radiator, There 
in the morning lay the Town Pump 
with the Urban District Council's 
problem solved and the “Boreton 
Guardian” forced to turn to the 
coming Flower Show for editorial 
inspiration, 

Obviously that homerie incident 
cannot be readily matched else- 
where. Yet mention of it may help 
to remind British Shanghallandors 
of emotions which they thought 
had‘been forgotten, They wil the 
more readily admire the turn of 
Ehrase, the fecundity of epithet and 
the faultless inconsequence to 
which they have been treated in 
the course of the present week. If 
asked whether they felt that, in 
this cosmopolitan atmosphere, their 
countrymen had lost some of those 
ualities which had made them 
what they were, they would proud- 
ly point to the gallantry of the 
Knights Errant who have tilted in 
this municipal tournament, ‘They 
jwould argue, with every show of 
Feason, that men who could expend 
Js0 much eloquence in belabouring 
Imaginary bogeys without ever, by 
fany chance, discovering the point, 
fully deserved to be ranged beside 
the inhabitants of Little Boreton- 
on-the-Mush. What greater reward 
could be given? What more sooth- 
ing balm could be applied to home- 
sick souls? So, let the pageant 
proceed. On Tuesday next, the 
tumult ‘and the shouting will die 
away. British Shanghailanders 
‘will return to the irksome task of 
coping with the depression, and 
‘will, perforce, resume their wonted 
co-operation ‘in the international 
life of this City. ‘They will have 
enjoyed a pleasant interlude which 
has temporarily brought back to 
jthem old-time memories of trim 
hedgerows, intimately huddled 
houses along wavering High Streets 
and the calm assurance of the 
Perky chimney-pots. And as for 
‘the disputants themselves, they will 
probably agree that a really good 
time has been had by all. What 
the returning officers may say is 
another matter. In any event 
their opinion is not wanted just 
now. 























IN BERLIN

Paris must now perceive that, in 
thus strengthening his position as 
|a reconciler of differences at Berlin, 
‘Sir John Simon has enhanced the 
value of Great Britain's emphatic 
endorsement of the common desire 
for security. Finally Sir John has 
gone to Berlin with the whole of 
the British nation behind him—as 
the striking unanimity of the party 
leaders in the House of Commons 
Jand of the whole of the responsible 
[British press has shown. This should 
jeonvince Germany of the im- 
portance of accurately assessing the 
significance of Sir John's visit. He 
has come to ascertain the exact 
bearing of German policy on the 
general purpose of ensuring the 
Peaceful direction of European 
Jaffairs. Germany cannot lightly 
gnore that invitation. It must be 
janswered frankly and without 
jequivocation. If such an answer 
be not forthcoming, the subsequent 
lconversations between the states- 
men of Great Britain, Italy and 
France will assume a’ portentous 
complexion to which Germany will 
be indifferent at her peril. Tt wiil 
mean that Great Britain's efforts to. 
smooth the way for German 
participation in the remaking of 
Europe have been in vain. 
German statesmanship will, it is 
fnoped, be equal to the full ap- 
preciation of the call made upon it 
at this eritical hour. Herr Hitler's 
earnest emphasis on the folly of 
the war mentality has struggled 
manfully with the technique of his 
political appeal. It is now essential 
for him and his advisers to 
ensure a victory for sanity. They 
will find in Sir John Simon a 
receptive and sympathetic co- 
Jadjutor. They cannot delude them- 
selves with the belief that rhetorical 
Jarguments can be used to convey 
{the information which he seeks. It 
hs one thing to use emotion for con- 
solidating national amour propre; 
it is quite another to establish 
international relations on the basis 
Jot logical induction. If Germany's 
policy is essentially pacific, the 
Jmere statement of that fact is not 
sufficient, especially in the light of 
recent events. There are recognized 
means of tendering a valid as- 
Jsurance on that point. Baron von 
[Neurath's experience in diplomacy 
will be adequate for the formula~ 
fon of the appropriate terms, 
Jalways assuming that his principals 
Ihave the sincere intention to give 
the guarantee required. The Ger- 
man Governments position is not 
easy. In giving what Great Britain 
}will regard as firm proof which can 
Ibe produced in convineing form to 
[France and Italy, the Reichfihrer 
jand his colleagues must take

‘To avert the 
terrible consequences of further 
drifting towards a world-war, 
lain-speaking, regardless of 
susceptibilities’ or reputations, is 
imperative. Much will depend on 
the reality of the present German 
régime’s leadership. It will be sad. 
4€ the world has to learn that the 
mechanized unanimity by which 
Herr Hitler has consolidated his 
bower cannot stand the strain of 
sane guidance. 

‘On Sir John Simon rests an in- 
ternational as well as a national 
esponsibility. He fortunately can 
lessay his task without any fear of 
distrust among his own people. In 
the past he has been subject to 
critisism from nearly all parties in 
turn. To-day he commands—as it 
is hoped that British statesmen in 
‘such moments will always com- 
‘mand—complete national con 
fidence. Looking o the per 
sonalities involved in the present 
crisis, it is dificult to imagine a 
better selection for the role which 
hhe has to play as Great Britain's 
Tepresentative. The vigorous 
patriotism of M. Flandin and the 
sturdy French realism of M. Laval, 
with his broad grasp of European 
affairs, the vivid fire of Signor 
Mussolini, ‘standing close behind 
Signot_ Suvich, the consummate 
statecraft of Baron von Neurath— 
therein es a wealth of a talent 
which can be triumphantly wielded 
to the eventual advantage of 
European peace, it the right in- 
fluence can be brought to bear upon 
‘their points of difference and upon. 
the stubborn emotions to which they 
cannot be entirely impervious. 
Great Britain stands aloof and yet 
intimately concerned. She should 
bbe the fearless composer of conflict, 
if the conditions in Berlin are 
favourable. For that task an ice 
‘cool brain, an inexorable power of 
logical incision and a -compelling | 
‘gift of argument are required. Sir! 
John Simon possesses those 
‘Qualities in an exceptional degree. 
He has a faculty for rising to the 
reat occasion, as those who have 
watched his’ remarkable career 
know well. With that thought it is 
fAtting to ‘salute him as he now 
endeavours to obtain practical and 
unreserved German assistance in| 
enlarging the boundaries of good- 
will for the greater security of 
Europe and the ultimate benefit of 
the world.

‘The 
‘man who coined the beautiful fetion 
of the somiolent East, steeped in that 
fage-long peace and quiet of centuries 
‘of meditation, ought to be subjected 
to some of the reputed tortures which 
this ancient land once used, or, pre- 
ferably, ineareerated down this’ alley 
for the term of his natural lite. 
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PRECEDENTED 
‘Those, who read of the Board of 
‘Admiralty’s reversal of the findings 
fof ‘the courts-martial in connection 
With the recent collision of H.MSs. 
Renown and Hood with feelings of 
some anxiety, will appreciate the 
statement made by the First Lord in 
the House of Commons on Thursday. 
‘The seault of.the Board's findings ap- 
pear to be that, despite the two 
Acquittals, a certain degree of blame 
was attributable to each of the three 
Officers charged. ‘The Admiralty has 
dissented from acquittals in the cases, 
fof the captains of H.M.S. Conqueror 
In 1862 and H.M.S. Howe in 1893 and 
fon both occasions the proceeding was 
detended by the existing governments 
‘and approved by the House of Com~ 
mons.” Lord Palmerston and Mr. 
‘Asquith respectively defended with 
igreat strength the right and duty of 
the Admiralty to pronounce their 
opinion in any matter touching the 
safety of His Majesty's ships, quite 
‘apart from the findings of the courts 
martial. The point is an ine 
teresting one, for while it does not 
appear that the Admiralty can punish 
officers acquitted of the charges laid 
‘against them, by the imposition of 
some immediate penalty, it does 
seem that it can place on record the 
fact of its belief in some degree of 
the acquitted man’s culpability, and 
bbe guided thereby in the matter of 
future action with regard to him. It 
{s apparent that any dissatisfaction 
which the Board of Admiralty might 
feel with the conduct of an officer 
cannot be overridden by the verdict 
‘of a court-martial no matter how 
carefully the judgment might be 
arrived at, for, if it were, the Board 
might be obliged to Ignore facts, not 
‘always provable in evidence, which 
‘might reflect upon the officer's ability 
and fitness to undertake certain tasks, 
Tt speaks well for the average court 
martial that the Board has sot been 
called upon many times:to take the 
faction Hf has done in this instance, 
and at the same time It serves to 
emphasize the recognition which the 
Admiralty has of its duties to the 
country with regard to the proper 
maintenance of the navy. 


CHINA'S FOREIGN LOANS

: CER. SALE AGREEMENT SIGNED 
Manchoukuo Takes Over Control from Soviet Russia: 


Outlook in East 


‘Tokyo, Mar. 23. 

‘Manchoukuo to-day took over con- 
trol of the Chinese Eastern Railway 
from Soviet Russia, when the transfer 
agreement initialled on Mar. 11 was 
formally ‘signed this. morning by 
representatives of Russia and the 
new State, 

Tn addition to the transfer agree- 
ment, two protocols were sigmed by 
‘the representatives of Russia, Man- 
choukuo and Japan, while’ notes 
whereby Japan ‘guarantees that full 
payment of the purchase price will 
be made by Manchoukuo were ex- 
changed between M. Constantine 
Yurenev, “Soviet Ambassador to 
‘Japan, and Mr. K. Hirota, the For- 
elgn Minister. 

English Language Used 

‘The transfer agreement stipulates 
that Manchoukuo pay ¥.140,000,000 
and approximately —¥.30,000,000 ‘for 
‘retirement allowances for the Soviet 
employees of the CER. 

‘The formal signing of the docu 
‘ments took place at the official resi 
dence of Mr, Hirota at 930 o'elock in 
the presence of | Ja Forel 
Oftice officials and Soviet and Man- 
choukuo diplomats, some 30 in all 

‘The transfer pact, protocols and 
‘notes were in the English language, 
in accordance with an agreement 
reached during the earlier stages of 
the negotiations. 

Soviet Russia was represented by 
M. Yurenev, MM. Kuznetsov and 
Kozlovsky, while Gen, Ting Shih- 
yuan, -Manchoukuo “Ambassador 10 
Japan, and Messrs. Chui Chio-hashi 
‘and Wu ‘Cheng-shen represented the 
new State. All of them signed the

Conciliation Displayed 

Replying to Mr. Hirota, M. Yuren- 
ff said he was very happy that the 
negotiations had culminated in the 
signing of the agreement which, in 
his opinion, “should bring genuine 
satisfaction ' to every peace-lover in 
every part of the world.” 

He declared that Soviet Union had, 
throughout the negotiations," cone 
sistently adhered {0 its “well-known, 
policy of peace,” which was fully 
demonstrated by its good-will in 
granting the maximum concessions 
Possible. Japan and Manchoukuo, he 
continued, had both displayed a 
spirit of conciliation and co-opera- 
ton, 

Gen. Ting Shih-yuan said that the 
successful outcome of the negotia- 
tions was a definite contribution to 
peace in the Orient. 

It strengthened the foundations of 
the “good nelghbourly  relationshiy 
between Manchoukuo and the Sovi 
and promised greater acceleration of 
the ‘economic development of north 
Manchuria. 

‘The success of the negotiations, he 
added, was chiefly due to the “eamn- 
+ est mediation” of the Japanese, which 
afforded “eloquent testimony to the 
intimacy of the relationship between 
Japan_and Manchoukuo.” 

Protracted Parleys Ended 

‘The transfer of the CER. to Man- 
choukuo is the outcome of months of| 
protracted negotiations which _were| 
set in motion in May, 1933, when the 
Soviet Government’ expressed its 
willingness to transfer the line to 
‘Japan oF Manchouluo.

Frencham had been seen by Govern- 
ment troops, though they were still

‘The Frenchams were captured when. 
Ningkiang fell into the hands of a 
band of communists on February 2. 
For several weeks nothing was heard 
from them at all. And then, on March’ 
8, an alleged eye-witness account of| 
their murder reached here and filled 
the hearts of their friends with

 Carwardine, however, in the 
meantime had started on a ‘personal

proot of their demise, His journey 
fended to-day with the happy results| 
already noted. 

‘Mr. Frencham was born in Mel 
bourne, Vietoria, 26 years ago and 
came to China only in the Autumn 
of 1930, Mrs. Frencham — comes 
from Suffolk, England, and was mar- 
ried to Me. Frencham in January, 
1994,

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HAIHO SILTING UP RAPIDLY 


Port of Tientsin Closed to Ordinary Traffic: Harbour 
May Soon Be in Hopeless Condition 


By “Fioop Toe 


s ‘Tientsin, Mar, 21. 
ft is sald that man proposes and 
God disposes, but as far asthe much 
maligned Haiho “is concerned, it 
‘would be nearer the mark to say’ that 
the negligence of the offclals respan- 
sible for the improvement of the 
Halho are solely ‘to blame for the 
fact that the Hatho has again lapsed 
into one of its periodical spells of 
uuller uselessness as far as a navigable 
river is concerned. 

Tt was only a few days ago when! 
the North China River Commission, 
‘officially appointed by the Central 
Government in Nanking, took _over| 
the remaining work of the Haiko 
Palliative scheme which hitherto has 
been in the hands of the Haiho Im- 
provement Commission which was 
closed down by orders of Nanking| 
at ‘the end of last year. On. last| 
Saturday afternoon Messrs. Peng Chi- 
hun, Hsu Chi-ta and Wang. Hua. 
tang’ Chairman, Chlet Engineer and 
Engineer respectively of the North 
China River’ Commission, received 
representatives of the local ‘Chinese 
and Foreign press. and gave al 
detailed report and full. explanation| 
of all the good things they were to| 
do to make the Haiho a navigable| 
iver. In this connection It might be 
interesting to note that the services| 
of Mr. P. E, Muller of the Halho| 
Conservancy Commission (who took| 
the place of the late Mr. J. Hard 
Engineer-In-Chiet of the Haiho Con 
servancy Commission) and Mr. E. K. 
Lowry, technical adviser and financial 
adviser respectively of the former| 
Halho Technical Bureau, will ber 
tained by the North China River Com- 


‘The Cause Of All The Trou! 
‘To explain the contents of the 
report would be going over old 
ground, everybody knows what has} 
Been the cause of the silting of the 
Hatho, but the principal point to 
bear in mind is, that the Halho is in| 
Just as unsatisfactory state to-day. 
it was seven years ago, What has| 
een the cause of such an unsath 
factory state of affairs? ‘The answer 
‘can be best summed up in polit 
interfering with business and wanton 
sabotage of the part of the farmers| 
‘who tampered with the dykes and 
‘thus allowed. the silt Inden waters 
of the Yungtingho to flow into the| 
Haiho. But this is all past history. 
About one month ago, through the 
excellent work accomplished by  the| 
dredgers. of the Halho Conservaney| 
Commission, the Hatho started to 
become a real river again and ste 
‘ers drawing twelve foet and more 
could comfortably tie up alongside 
the British and French Bunds.. In| 
fact the familiar red and black fun- 
nels of Jardines steamers were seen| 
‘moored at the British Bund as well 
B. & §. steamers, Including the Tung- 
chow of piracy’ fame, and this was| 
only about one week ago.  Butter-| 
fleld’s new steamers the Shuntien and 
Shengking, however, still preferred| 
to make Tangku their terminal point, 
the risk of proceeding up river being| 
too great owing to the dimiculty of| 
swinging operations, But three days 
ago the river took a sudden turn for 
the worse. Silt started coming into| 
the Haiho at the rate of about six 
Inches per day. Th 
which is at the root of all the trou- 
ble Js coming trom the Yungtingho. 
On January 27 the diversion of this 
muddy water was let into the Sett- 
Hing Basin, but for some unaccount- 
able reason about one week Inter 
breaches were made in the dykes and. 
since then all the mud and silt from 
the Yungtingho has been flowing into| 
the Hatho. ‘The Spring freshets will 
continue until about the middle of 
‘April and it is expected that if the 
‘silting continues at the present rate 
the harbour of Tientsin will be com- 
pletely silted, in which case it is 
problematical whether the harbour 
will be again opened before next 
year, There is, however, a faint pos- 
ibility of the river being scoured out 
within a reasonable period through 
an unusually strong summer freshet. 


Mow Bad Things Are Now 

‘The summer freshets usually start 
about the beginning of July, but 
‘owing to the large quantity of ac- 
cumulated silt in the river it is not 
expected it will be strong enough to 
Femove ft. As matters stand at pres- 
ent the Upper and Lower Swinging 
Berths are chock full of silt thus pre- 
venting any steamer to berth along- 
side, much less swing round in com- 
fort’ without going aground, Accord- 
ing to Mr. P. Tirbak, the Harbour 
Master, the depth of water in the 
navigable channel is twelve feet, but 
at the Middle Swinging Berth there 
ig pnly ten feet of water available, 
‘Tho result is that there are nc 
steamers moored alongside the British 
Bund and only one small Chinese. 
steamer berthed at the French Bund 
close to the International Bridge

For quite a long time she has 
been off the Tientsin run owing to 
the unsatisfactory state of the Haiho, 
Dut a couple of weeks ago she started 
fon the Tientsin run again with a full 
general cargo. from. Shanghai via 
Chefoo. She successfully tied up 
slongside the British Bund, unloaded 
her cargo and took on fresh cargo for 
South China coast ports, the whole 
{time occupied in unloading and load- 
ing only taking about four days. On 
[March 14 she again left Shanghat with 
fa full general cargo for Tientsin via 
[Chefoo, but on arrival at Tangku, the 
‘Master’ of the vessel was informed 
that according to the Harbour Master's 
warning it, would be too risky a 
procedure for the vessel to proceed 
fo Tientsin. Therefore she had. to 
remain at Tangku to unload her 
Jeargo into lighters to be brought up| 
to Tientsin, which means extra ex- 
pense, and her outward cargo. also 
hhad to be taken down to Tangku by 
ghter, also additional expense. As 
the silling of the river comes under 
the clause of “force majeure” the 
extra expense of lighterage will have 
to be borne by the Consignees and 
shippers of the cargo. But the thing 
to bear in mind is that when the 
Yingchow left Shanghai on March 16, 
ft was expected that there was suff: 
Jelent depth of water in the Haiho to| 
permit the vessel to proceed to 
HTientsin, Tt is true that there is| 
twelve feet of water in the navigable 
channel Dut if the vessel cannot go 
‘alongside the wharf owing to the 
Prevalence of silt, she might just as 
‘well discharge her cargo at Tangku. 
‘She can’t remain in the middie of the 
jchannel blocking up the fairway. 


Hurried Confabulations

CINEMAS AND THE 
BUSINESS TAX 


Film Board’s Refusal to 
Pay 
Prot Our Ow Comsroxsert 


Hongkong, Mar. 18. 

The Film Board of Trade (China) 
stands firm on it insistence that the 
‘cinema theatres in Canton must not 
Fequire members of Film Board to 
pay their share of the business tax, 
otherwise the Board will not supply 
fllms to those theatres. 

Several members of the Motion 
Piclure Theatre Guild in Canton 
came down here to talk over the 
matter with Mr. B, Greenberg, chair- 
man of the Film Board of Trade, 
who Is also South China manager of 
‘Messrs, “Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. ‘Mr. 
Greenberg stated that he could not 
recognize the four representatives of 
the Motion Picture ‘Theatre Guild 
and, therefore, refused to talk the 
matier over with the Guild officials. 

Mr. Greenberg wrote a letter to 
the Canton theatres which showed his 
pictures saying that all the sums due 
his company must be paid up before 
‘March 7 without any deduction for 
hhusiness tax. ‘This request was com- 
piled with. Tt is sald that Mr. Green- 
berg prefers to deal individually with 
the theatre owners and not with the 
Guild whom he declines to recognize. 
This is regarded as an insult by the 
Cinema Guild, who has asked the 
Canton’ Municipal’ Government to 
remedy the alleged ‘insult, 

“The Gulld has also appealed to the 
All-China Chambers of Commerce to 
eal with the head office of the Film 
Board of Trade concerning the at- 
titude of Mr. Greenberg. ‘The Gulld 
said that it’ was recognized by the 
Shanghai Board through exchange of 
oficial correspondence and that Mr 
Greenberg is unreasonable in. ignor 
Ing the authority of the Guild. 

Enough Taxes Paid 

‘The Film Board of Trade (China> 
was formed last August in Shanghai 
with Columbia Picture, Fox, Para- 
mount Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. R. K. 
O-Radio, United Artists, Universal, 
and Warner Brothers as members. 
The object is to protect the contract 
rights of distributors and exhibitors 
of American films, ‘The present dis 
pute is between the Canton Guild 
nd the Hongkong branch of the 
Film Board of Trade. 

‘The payment in business tax as 
required by the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Finance is Canton $13. or 
Mex. $10 for every $1,000 business. 
‘The American fim producers said 
that they are already’ sharing the 
stamp tax and cinema tax and can- 
hot ‘be expected to pay further tax. 
Their’ contract is Dased on 30. to 
60 per cent. of the tox office 
receipts after deducting the two 
taxes. 

Th the meantime the Canton 
theatres have to shoulder the entire 
burden in paying this tax. Owing to 
the good demand of American lms 
In anton, several of the frst-run 
theatres find it worthwhile to show 
mostly Hollywood productions. 











Forelgn firms in South China are 


taking a great interest in this issue 
ag it involves the payment of busl- 
ness tax. No foreign firm has pald 
this tax, although pressure is exerted 
by the Provincial Department of 
Finance to. obtain payment. Tt is 
believed in’ foreign commercial 
cireles here that if the local foreign 
istrfoutors pay the business tax, 
this would establish a precedent for 
the paying of this levy by all other 
foreign firms.

White Russians’ Poor Outlook Over C.E.R. Sale: More 


Opportunities 


for Japanese 


Fnon Our Own Comesroxpent 


‘Harbin, Mar. 14. 

For many raonths the Russian press 
‘of Harbin have been writing articles, 
Blaming the Soviet management of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway and 
constantly demanding that Soviet 
railway servants should all be sent 
away “from Manchuria, added to 
which they have been’ constantly 
making out that those who reside in 
Soviet Russia have practically no- 
thing to eat and that the majority of 
the people are against the Govern- 
ment. 

‘They also constantly stated that 
Soviet Russia was not sincere in her 
negotiations as regards the sale of 
er rights in the above railway, and 
‘that such sale would never be effact- 
ed, but now that the Governmens vf 
Soviet Russia and Japan have 
nounced that the sale is completed, 
‘the emigrant population of Harbin do. 
not seem to be particularly pleased 
with the result, 

“The Harbinskoe Vremya” which is| 
the leading Russian semi-official 
paper published in Harbin to-day 
devotes almost half the paper to the 
sale of the rallway, stating that a 
new era is opening up for all Russian 
‘emigrants resident in Manchuria and 
that there will be room for 1,500 of 
these emigrants to take up positions 
‘on the railway, but they seem to 
entirely forget that the” principal 
positions on the railway ‘will natural- 
ly be occupied by Japanese citizens, 
as the railway is to be placed under 
the control of the South Manchuria 
Railway, whick has hardly one single 
‘Russian ‘in its employ. Tt seems to 
‘stand to reason that Japan. having: 
succeeded in getting Soviet Russia to 
ML their rights in the CER. will 
undoubtedly find positions “for the 
many unemployed railway servants 
who were discharged more than a 
year ago from the S.MLR. owing to 
‘economy, or these who have been dis 
charged for the same reason in Japan 
itself, 

‘The total number of the Soviet: 
servants on the railway during the 
past year was about 7000, and as the 
Board of the railway, as well as many 
‘other cumbersome departments, are 
to be entirely abolished, there is ro 
ned to {ill these places with anybody 
else, and thus it might be said that 
to replace the Soviet servants who 
are to be discharged the largest num- 
ber of new employees will not exceed 
5,000. ‘The same paper three days 
jo stated that there were $,000) 

jese railway men ready to re 
place the Soviet citizens who are 
Heaving, and thus, according to this 
paper's own statement, there is no 
oom for the 1,500. Russians. 

Furthermore, as the whole of the 
books of the ‘railway company will 
be Kept in an Asiatic Ianguage and 
the whole of the staff will be speak- 
ing either Japanese or Chinese 
excepting for enterpreters, the: 
sms to be little chance of any Rus 
in emigrant getting a position in the 
railway service, : 

Furthermore, the salaries will not. 
bbe paid in gold roubles, as they have 
been here before, nor will they be 
anywhere near the figures which the 
Chinese Eastern Railway has pald to 
fig servants, the living minimum ot 
Japanese and Manchus being far. 
below that of Russians, and even if 
Ruselans did succeed in getting some 
work. in the railway offces after 
they have been reformed, they will 
probably find such work far’ from 
fultable to their mode of living. 


A Bleak Outlook 


‘The settlement of the railway ques- 
tion will no doubt lead to better 
relations between Japan, Manchoukuo 
and Soviet Russia, ond it is very 
possible that trade between these 
‘countries will actually improve and 
develop, especially if the many new 
regulations that aro being adopted 
in Soviet Russia to-day are brought 
into effect, and the small trader given 
the right to carry on his business 
‘without Tet or hindrance. 

It is difficult to foresee what the 
result of the sale of the railway on 
Harbin trade will be, though in gen- 
feral the opinion is expressed that this 
4g bound to fall after the Soviet resi- 
dents, who are leaving the country, 
have’ completed all their purchases. 
‘There is no doubt that the salaries 
and wages paid out by the CER. 
have been the means of giving liveli- 
hood to many people resident in the 
city, and as the Japanese who will 
take the place of the Soviet citizens 
do not purchase half the luxuries that 
that the Russian railway servants 
hhave been doing, and are also much 
‘more likely to purchase anything they 
‘require from the shops belonging to 
‘their own nationals, the prospects for 
the Russian trading houses in Harbin 
are ‘far from promising. 

‘Kitaiskaia which is the main shop- 
ping centre of the town Js almost 


















































fentirely composed of Russian trading. 
fhouses, mostly owned by Soviet 
citizens, and where they are to find, 
their purchasers after the departure 
lof the Soviet railway servante is 
matter of pure conjecture. Most of 
[the owners of these houses are ex- 
tremely down-hearted at the sale of 
the railway. 

Even the Russian press of the city 
will feel the pinch, “as fully 50 
Jper cent. of their subscribers are 
Soviet citizens, even though the 
papers are emigrant ones; their a 
vertisers are practically alt of Soviet 
nationality, and consequently they 
fear such & fall in thelr gross Feceipts 
‘ag will make it impossible for on 
lunsubsidized paper to exist. 

‘The one and only Soviet newspaper 
“Novosti Vostoka" ‘will probably con- 
tinue to exist, as those Soviet citizens 
who remain ‘in Manchuria will na- 
turally support their own newspaper, 
lespecially as it has been ably edited 
during the past two years, devoting 
Itself much more to economic ques- 
tions and general news, rather than 
anything. politica.

HUNGER 


Bad Conditions Near the 
Tai Hu Lake 
Front Oun Oww Contestonsext 
Kashing, Che, Mar. 20, 

A stream of drought refugees, who 
wintered in Kiangsu province, are 
seen walking along ‘the  rallway 
{racks to return to thelr homes in 
Chekiang. ‘The sympathy, ‘benevol- 
fence and possibly the funds of the| 
provineial neighbours have unmis- 
takable limits, Soup kitchens" at 
Kashan, Kashing and elsewhere give 
notice that they will close in about 
en days more, so that women and 
children Kept alive may get. back to| 
their own places to begin the cul- 
lure of the silkworms and gather the 
spring crops of wheat, beans and 

plants. 

A trip through the drought areas 
in Tunghiang Distriet has been made 
to see what has happened. Of first 
Importance is the relief work done 
to deepen canals. When finished, 
they will bring water from the 
Great Lake (Tal Hu) in times of 
drought and take away any flood or | 
sxeess Of rainfall that "sometimes 
drown the fields, 

Local officials, gentry and mission 
aries have co-operated in this effort! 
5 far as funds from rellet agencies 
admit, 

‘Trating these water-ways, one is! 
‘compelled to admire the practical 
and often very sensible work of the| 
ancient engineers who opened them. 
Ir many places, industrious farmers 
year by year scoop the mud from the 
bottom of these canals to. fertilize 
their flelds. In spots where canals 
hhave deen neglected, boats can no} 
longer pass and the channels are 
‘choked ‘with grass and weeds, 

‘Tho worst effects of Inst summer's| 
hheat und drought were seen near the| 
market town of Tutlen. Many farm 
houses were abandoned and the| 
people gone to parts unknown. Clus- 
ters of beautiful trees over the 
family graves were cut down and 
sold” for firewood. Even the| 
candleberry trees slong the edges 
‘of the streams, were cut down and 
carried away. “Anything and every~ 
thing that could be sold or pawned 
has disappeared, ‘The few who re- 
mained and managed in some way, 
to survive, have good prospects for 
wheat and beans. 

Conditions Desperate 

Buds beginning to burst on the 
mulberry trees indicate that the: 
time for silk culture is near. How 
the country people can live until 
cocoons are ready to sell is the prob- 
Tem. It is almost impossible to 
borrow money on any kind of se- 
curity. Excellent rice elds form 
ly worth $80 per mow, have no 
Buyers at $20 per mow.’ Pawnshops 
are so overloaded with clothes and| 
furniture that they have to refuse 
‘any more and some have closed their 
doors. Efforts by officials aad gentry 
to buy "South Sea” rice at low rates 
for distribution to certified farmers 
is one hopeful feature in a very 
distressing situation, 

‘The frst to perish are female in- 
fants. At Shihmenwan, mothers leave 
them at an orphanage where they 
He as many as four on one bed until 
they die or can be sent to Hang- 
chow or elsewhere. ‘The next are 
the old women with small, bound 
feet who could not walk far enough 
fo beg for food. Pitiful are the 
mothers with children old euough to 
walk who have tramped thelr way 
{o citles and towns and become too 
weak or emaciated to travel further. 
Soup kitchens save some. 

Estimates as to actual sufferers 
differ so widely that even a long 
lime resident hesitates to fix the 
figures. So far as can be seen, more 
hhave sickened and died than’ those 
actually starved. ‘This section has 
not had a real famine for over half 
a century, so is not prepared or 
meeting or enduring starvation, 

‘A local citizen, who has spent time,

Prince ‘Teh, Secretary-General of 
the Mongol Autonomy Council, a sent 
a telegram to-day from, Pailingmiao 
to General Ho Ying-ching, acting 
chairman of the Peiping Military 
Council, saying that the Sulyuan 
‘authorities must be held responsible 
for any clashes which may occur be- 
tween the Mongol and Sulyuan forces 
because of thelr proximity.

Document 

Washington, Mar, 22. 
Mr. Prank Murphy, " Governor 


General of the Philippines, who is at 
present on leave in America, tas 
cabled Manila calling a special ses- 
[sion of the Legislature to fix a date 
for the plebiscite on the proposed 
constitution for the Islands—one of 
the first steps towards complete ine 
dependence within the next ten or 
twelve years, 

‘Mr. Murphy is on his way to 
Washington, where President Roose- 
velt will to-morrow sign the pro- 
Posed” Constitution. ‘The ceremony 
Will be attended by a large delega- 
Uon of Filipino leaders headed by 
Senor Manuel Quezon, President of 
the Philippine Senate, 

"The Constitution provides for a 
republican form of government, rec- 
‘Ognizes the sovereignty of the United 
‘States and declares that officials of 
the Commonwealth, which is to be 
set up oa December 30, must take 
fan oath of allegiance to the United 
States. 

‘Although he refuses to offer direct 
comment, it is known that Mr. 
Murphy entertains grave doubts con- 
cerning the success of the Common- 
wealth venture unless a trade policy 
which fosters commerce with the

BRITISH TRADE IN 
‘THE SOUTH 


Good Facilities Assist 
Predominance 
Fast Ove Own Conusronoext 


‘Hongkong, Mar. 38. 
British trade in South China ‘is 
ahead of other countries because of 
the shipping, warehouse and other 
faciities provided at Hongkong. This 
statement Is admitted by an offcial 
‘of the Foreign ‘Trade Committee of 
the South-west Political Council 

Imports from Great Britain ‘are 
mostly cotton and woollen goods, 
machinery, bicycles, iron and steel, 
Serges and worsted.” ‘The Kuangtung 
Provincial Government has ordered 
British machinery for its new am. 
monia plant and additional textile 
‘machinery from Oldham, England for 
the silk Weaving factyry in Canton, 

‘While the imports of American 
goods to China as a whole take first 
Place, its imports to South China 
Fanks second place. As shipped to 
Hongkong, American goods consist of 
machinery, agricultural products, 
motor cars, typewriters, radio recelv= 
Ing sets, flour, ete. The appreciation 
of the Hongkong dollar and the 
@ecline of the pound sterling and 
‘American dollar are factors encourag= 
ing more import trade. 

‘On the other hand, export 
trade is greatly affected by 
the rise of ‘the Hongkong dollar. 
Hongkong exported large quantities 
of goods to the Federated Malay 
‘States, Straits Settlement, Indo-China 
‘and Siam, but the export business is 
practically killed by the unfavourable 
exchange, Exporting firms have been 
dle for some time, and some are 
trying to change their line to import 

wusiness, 

“Japanese goods in Hongkong and 
South China are —_snereasing. 
Stationery accessories, preserved sea 
delicacies, cotton goods and machinery 
fare coming here in bigger consign 
ments than before. ‘This is due to 
the rapprochement between the Nan. 
king Government and Japan, Major. 
Gen. Kenji Dolhara, Chiet of the 
Special Service of’ the Japanese 
Kiwantung Army, visited Hongkong, 
Canton, and Nanking and is said to 
hhave pacitied the hostile spirit of the 
southerners, 

Tt is reported that the Kuangsi 
authorities might accept Japanese 
‘economic assistance, as it 1s a poor 
province, - During’ the past eight 
months, all the consignments of opium 
from Kwelchow have ‘been directed 
to the Yangtze provinces, instead of 
passing through Kuangsi and this 
means a loss of $1,400,000 revenue per 
annum.

‘Steamers. leaving Hongkong every 
night for Canton are crowded to the 
full limit owing to the low fares as 
fcompired with the high rates. by 
train, All passengers who would have 
teavelied by train have flocked to the 
steamboats, As over-crowding is a 
source of danger, police and harbour 
‘authorities inspect every steamer at 
hight and see to it that she does not 
earry more than allowed by license. 

"To avold over-crowding, every pas~ 
Jsenger is required to show, that he 
thas bought a ticket and has ‘been a5~ 
signed accommodation. When the 
preseribed number of passengers, is 
full, the whart gate leading to the 
steamer is shut, “In spite of this big 
Tush, the steamers are not making 
money owing to the unusually low 
fares. 

‘On account of keen competition by 
the river steamers, the Kowloon-Can~ 
ton Railway will’ shortly reduce its 
third class fare by 20 cents, thus 
bringing it down to $1 or 90’ cents. 
There will be slight reduction also 
in the fret and the second classes in 
order to adjust to changing conditions 
uring the present dificult times.

"PASSING OF AN OLD | 
CHINA HAND 


Captain William Dobie of 
the Yuen Fah Hull 


‘The death occurred in Scotland on 
February 25 at his home, Broombush, 
Lockerbie, of Captain William Dobie, 
fan old China hand, known in all the 
‘Treaty Ports but particularly in 
Shanghai where he ‘had particular 
associations, 

‘A. correspondent, who is perhaps 
among the few remaining in Shanghai 
who Knew the late Capt. Dobie well, 
writes the following appreciation:— 

Captain Dobie retired from Shang- 
hal in 1608 to his old home to live 
with his alsters. © “He was long in 
charge here of the Messrs. Jardine, 
‘Matheson & Co's, hulk, Yuen Fah, s0 
familiar in days’ gone by where it 
rode at its moorings inthe river 
‘opposite the P. & O. ss. flag-stalf (now 
belonging to the S.M.C.) on the Bund, 
Previous to his long life in the Yuen 
Fah where he lived for so many years. 
hhe was an officer in the service of the 
Indo-China Navigation Co., so long 
managed by Messrs. Jardines, and 
served as chief oficer at one time 
in the ill-fated ss. Kowshing (one of 
the Indo-China ships) with Capt. 
John MeLure (ate Admiral John Me- 
Lure of the Chinese Navy). It will 
be remembered that the as. Kowshing, 
Gying the British flag and British 
owned with Capt. Galsworthy in 
command, was sunk on the high seas 
by the Japanese naval fleet, while 
on her way to Korea, carrying Chi- 
ese (government) troops in the year 
1804 during the China-Japan wav. 

‘Besides his position as captain in 
charge of the hulk Yuen Fah, Capt. 
Dobie acted as general and’ cargo 
surveyor to the leading insurance 
companies here, particularly the Can- 
ton Insurance Co, the Union Insur- 
ance Co,, of Canton, and the Yangisze 
Insurance Co, He also acted in con- 
Junction with the late Capt. Paulsen, 
of Messrs, Paulsen and Bayes-Davy as 
fargo adjusters under various ships 
weneral average adjustments which 
Sceurred from time to time. 

Capt, Dobie was a familiar char 
acter in Shanghat in those old days. 
He reached Shanghai in the late 
fifties. (1859) or early sixties (1860), 
His‘old "pals" wore the late Me. John 
Prentice and Mr. McLeod of Messrs. 
Gibb, Livingston. & Co, and John 
Lidden of Messrs, Liddell Bros, all 
ood and true men of a splendid type. 

‘The late Capt. Dobie was in bulld 
fa strong and: muscular’ man parti-j 
ularly in his youth.

Best Method Adopted

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THE CANIDROME GETS 
A BOMB SCARE 


It May Only Have Been a 
Giant Fire Cracker 


Momentary panic among the crowds 
thronging the stands at the  Cani- 
drome on Saturday night followed 
what was at first believed to be a 
bomb explosion. 

It was just before 1030, the eighth 
race had started, and the stands were 
in darkness, with only the brilliant 
lights over ‘the track to lighten the 
gloom. ‘The dogs had rounded the 
last corner into the straight when 
there was a terrifl crash, and a flash 
of light from the neighbourhood 9¢ 
the {udges’ box. ‘The crowds in the 
immediate vicinity scattered, tramp! 
ing over each other in thelr rush to 
get away, The lights went up im- 
‘mediately, and it was seen that some- 
thing explosive had been hurled st 
the judges’ box. 


Short-tivea Panle 
‘The panic was soon over, however, 
for it’ was seen that non@ of the 
judges was hurt and the machinery’ 
of the dog-racing track was put into| 
immediate action as if nothing had] 
happened. A few minutes later, the| 
attendants brought out the runners| 
for the ninth race, the pari-mutuels 
were as busy as usual, and, but for 
the steel-helmeted special tquad_of| 
the French Municipal Police, nothing 
‘unusual could be seen, beyond the 
lightly charred paint on the over 
hanging root over the officials’ box. 

‘the tonse excitement of the 
finish, not one person, as far 
8 could be ascertained, had seen 
actually what had happened. It was 
presumed from the position of the 
charred wood that the explosive mis- 
sile had been hurled from above and 
to the left of the judges’ box, ap- 
parently from the platform at the 
top of the steps. It hit the over- 
hanging shelter root on the front 
eft corner and exploded without 
harm to those in the box. 


Cracker or Bomb? : 


‘The charred fragments of the missile 
which were picked up by officials and 
police subsequently led them to be~ 
Meve that it was not a bomb in the 
accepted sense of the word, but a 
heavy, round, waded paper fi 
‘cracker common to Chinese celebra-_ 
tions. That it caused no injury was, 
however, due to the fact that it did 
not land’ in the box. It was reported 
that a foreign woman had been slight- 
Ay Injured ou the cheek by a portion 
of the missile, but all knowledge of 
this was disclaimed by officials of tho 
Canidrome and by the officers of the 
French Police who investigated the 
‘occurrence, 

It was learned that no arrests were 
made that night, no clues to the 
Identity of the person responsible for 
the scare having ‘been found, No 
motive for an attack on the judges 
could be given, and no theories in 
this respect were advanced. ‘The 
est of the evening passed calmly.

CHEMISTRY CRADLED 
IN ANCIENT CHINA 


‘Traced Back to 1100 B.C. 
Contributions by Taoism 


Ancient China was credited ‘with 


nard E. Read, on Thursday night, in 
a lecture before the Royal. Asiatic 
Society. "In a fascinating exposition 
of ancient medical history, the 
speaker traced the development of 
remedies in comparison with the 
ldevelopment of mining and 
Ismelting facilities, describing the 
evolution of each in relation to 
medical research on the part of 
Jancient alchemists. 

In Lao-Tse, he declared, China in 
1100 BC. gave to the world the 
founder of alchemy, or, in modern 
parlance, chemistry.’ ‘Throughout his 
Jaddress, Prof. Read drew parallels 
between customary remedies of the 
Jpast and those still in use through 
ithe modern discoveries of their 
jchemical constituents and properties. 
‘Kaolin, used not so many years ago| { 
jin the experimental treatment of 
Jcholera in ‘Tsinanfu, was in all 
probability first discovered as 
medicine by earth-ealing tribes, 
chalk, first used centuries ago in 
[whilst China, Assyria, and Babylonia, 
jas an internal and external syptic, 
still is employed in that capacity. 
to-day. 

Prof. Read sketched the ideology 
jupon which ancient physicians based 
[their cures, observing that first tron, | « 
then gold, silver, and mercury, with 
its various compounds, all were in 
use fairly early in Chinese medical, 
Ihistory. To Taoism he ascribed the 
faddition of numerous sublimates in 
{the field of mineral medicaments, 
jand outlined the plausible basis tor 
these discoveries by Taoists who, 
emphasized the principle of internal 
and external purification. 

‘The ancient alchemist was bound 
oy strict dietary laws, breathing 
Jexercises, and ethics. ‘He believed 
‘the life principle was more inherent 
{in certain drugs than in others, re- 
siding particularly in cinnabar, gold, 
silver, and jade in the mineral king 
Jdom, mushrooms, pines, and peaches 
jin the vegetable kingdom, and in the 
jchicken, tortoise, and crane in the 
animal kingdom. ‘The “special 
‘elixir of eight” or the immortal 
Jelixir, according to the alchemist, was 
to be found in cinnabar, orpiment, 
realgar, sulphur, saltpetre, ammonia, 
Jcobalt ore, and mica.

Star, he Ied the whole fleet through: 
out the first leg and most of | the 
second leg, only t0 find, at the second 
mark, that one of the Manila boats, 
which had gone off by herself on 
this long windward log, had encoun~ 
tered a different breeze enabling her 
{to gain a long lead over all the others, 
‘Through the third and fourth legs of 
the race '"Mr. Murphy gained on this 
‘boat, but was still In second place at 
the finish, by a small margin and well 
ahead of the rest of the fleet. In a 
Tater ace, Mr. Murphy succeeded in 
sailing another of the Manila boats, 
which has bad a comparatively poor 
Fecord in the Manila Yacht Club 
races, Into first place at the end of a 
hard thrash to windward in a strong 
blow. 

‘The four days of racing arranged 
for Mr, Murphy's stay at Manila cul- 
minated ‘last Wednesday night in 
moonlight sail of ten miles, to Cavite 
‘and back, In a splendid breeze, the 
eight Stars each carrying two or three 
Tadies in addition to skipper 
erew.

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ANCIENT SHANGHAI BUILDINGS 


House at South Gate 83 Years Ok 
of Many Well-Known Families 


Hidden away by a thick wall of 
vey brick and, at the moment, sur- 
Founded by a’ collection of ‘caged 
gong birds, stands what is believed 
fo bo the’ oldest foreign house in 
Shanghai, This is at, south Gate in 
Native City. ‘The walls were put up 
by the American Presbyterian Mis 
lon, (North) to mark the boundaries 
of iis lands at south gate, and to per~ 
‘it the activities of its schools to go. 
on, uninterrupted by the pageantry 
of life that has flowed past its doors, 
richly and eventfully, since the first 
missionaries travelled from Amerien 
to found a mission, and to build a 
sturdy and permanent homé within 
Its compound boundaries. 

Rev. J. K. Wight and Mrs, Wight, 
added to the Ningpo Presbyterian 
Mission in 1849, were appointed to 
open a Shanghai centre and arrived 
here in July, 1850. A merchant, 
named Mr. Oliphant, aided the found. 
ers tremendously, assuming risks for 
ther when the question of land 
purchase was raised. For 
months, Me. Wight 
lived in Shanghai, and it was while 
they were occupying a Chinese house 
near the French Chinese Cathedral 
that Mr. Wight superintended the 
Dbullding of the foreign home which 
hag since witnessed many dramas. 
‘Some there are who maintain that 
hhousss, lke people, gather person 
ality about them which grows. with 
the years. If this 1s so, the Wight 
house thas gathered to itself an 
Atmosphere of stolid dependabuity. 
‘To-day it Is painted an unimpressive 
battleship grey. Unobtrusive, un 
Impressive, It seems to brood peace 
fully enough over grounds where 
seores of Chinese youths, students of 
the Lowrle nstitute, piay without 
thought of the days’ that are past 
Those days, some tense with threats 
of war, and others packed with the 
‘drama’ of simple things, may be 
patched together with histories of the 
Mission, and flied in by the mem= 
‘eles of. some of the older mission 
fries, still serving in China, 

In Talping Rebeltion 

It wag built hardly more than a 
year, when the house witnessed its 
Airst historie epoch, Mr. Wight, whose 
Tife was intimately bound up with 
that of the house for several years 
records the following. 

In September, 1883, our dircet work 
among tne Chinese "received a great 
Shock. The ‘Taiping rebels had, t 
Nanking and were supposed, to be 
vvaneing on Soochow. "A. party of Can- 
{on men took possession of the city and 
Closed the South Gates x0 that we could

The very day that 

We left our house at the South’ Gal 
many balls fell about tt. 

Wight was 
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‘With this wife, Mr. 
forced to go to a Dr. Brigman’s home. 
History records that the city was 
held until February 1655, and 

the suburbs were a mass of ruins. 
The house at South Gate suffered 
Jess than the native buildings, and 
war speedily repaired....at the ¢x- 
pense of the Chinese Government.” 

Tis builder seemed under less for~ 
tunate auspices than the house, itself, 
for he was foreed to return to the 
United States to recover from what 
seemed to be an attack of tuber~ 
‘culosis in 1954, ‘The house was next 
occupied by Rev. and Mrs. Reuben 
Lowrie who eame to the Mission in 
1887, “Tradition has it that the 
famous and beloved Dr. J. Walter 
Lowrle was born in a Foom which 
boasts the window to the left on the 
upper floor. 

He was destined to write his name 
in Jarge letters for it was he who 
‘eredited with saving Paotingfu in tt 
days of the Boxer uprising. When the 
troops arrived, determined, it 
id, to punish 'Paotingfu, Dr. 
Lowrie met them as an interpreter, 
and pleaded for the city. His service 
‘was remembered for years, and when, 
Sight and health failing him, Dr. 
Lowrie again returned to the site of 
his. great adventure secking health, 
hhe was welcomed wholeheartedly by 
the city. When death overiook him, 
hhis funeral became memorable. To 
It'came Buddhist monks and Taoist 
priests, with representatives of all 
Genominations, ofcials, and hundreds 
‘of common folk, all desiving to pay 
8 final tribute fo the man who had 
‘won for himself the name of hero.

But while Dr, Lowrie was grow 
ing ready to ‘win distinction, the 
Wight house was forming the setting 
for equally momentous happenings. 
Dr. ‘and Mrs. J. M. W. Farnham 
arrived to take up their abode in the 
old house, For weeks rumours had 
been reaching the Mission that the 
rebels were coming. Within sight of 
the house, burning homes by day 
and by night testified to the truth of 
the fact, and Mrs. Farnham, with 
Mrs. Mills, retired to the safety of 
Shanghai, the» men remaining to 
protect the Mission property. Still no 
rebels came, and once more the 
women returned, 





























Reminiscences

“Rebels Have Come” 

“The rebels have come. They are 
at the gale".

‘They were confronted by the very 
army they feared. Its leader, youn 
food-looking, welladressed, "con 
fronted ther. He was reputed to 
believe in God, and. to forbid. the 
desecration of churches and the tor= 
{ure of those who belleved as he did. 

‘Whither sway?” he challenged. 

"We worship God,” answered the 
misstonarie, 

That pleased the man. He urged 
them. to turn back and "continue 
living as they were, Promising them 
safely, he {ook immediste ‘action, 
Teaping from his horse to post a pro- 
clamotion promising death to. who- 
ever: molested the chureh, the ‘mis= 
Sion, or a inmates. But they irn- 
plored safe-conduct to the Settle 
ment, pleading that they desired to 
foin thelr fellow-counteymen. despite 
the. honour. accorded. them.

‘The Russian 
member dropped out at the end of 
1018, ‘The Japanese representation 
‘was increased from one to two mem=

every year. 

For the information of your read- 
ers in general and our friends in| 
articular, I shall be very much| 
‘obliged it’ you will allot some of the 
valuable space in your esteemed! 
paper for the following explanation; 

‘The origin of the “Nowrooz” dates; 
back to antiquity, which is a fair| 
roof of the organized life and ad- 
vanced stage of Iranian civilization| 
4,000 years ago. 

Jamshid, one of the greatest rulers 
of Iran (who held sway not only| 
over the tableland of Iran, but also 
over the adjucent countries and who 
4s. credited Firdousi, the great poet- 





of iron, introducing warlike. arms, 
wrought of iron, and wine), decided| 
to tour his empire and. investigate| 
the needs and wants of the numer-| 
‘ous races over which he ruled, as| 
well as the Aryan or Iranian tribes, 
‘who formed the framework. of his| 
Government, 


After completing his tour of in-! 
spection, asa step towards unifying, 
his various subjects by a  common| 
ie, Jamshid decreed that an. holy 
day be selected and set aside, to be

‘Ministers and the Savants of his| 
Court to choose the day, The as 
fronomers proposed the phenomenal| 
day of the Vernal Equinox, since it 
was the day of the awakening of| 
nature, when the Northern Hemis-| 
phere was released from the. rip of 
the Ahrimans (demons) of Frost, Tce 
Snow and Storms, and the -Angel| 
of Spring brought sunshine and food 





























to humanity. 
‘The choice of the astronomers 
greatly ‘pleased the Emperor, who| 


immediately ordered that this day 
to be kept, not only as a Festival 
Dut as the first day of the New 
‘Year also, for all tribes and races| 
residing in fhe realm. 
Elaborate ceremonies for the Holy- 
xy was worked out by the Ministers} 
‘or Masters of Ceremonies, and, ac-| 
cordingly, it was decided that tho| 
festive season would be composed ol 
12 days (as the year was. divided, 
into 12 months) and these 12 days in| 
turn were divided into four parts of] 
three days each (after the four sea? 
sons of the year, composed of thre?’ 
months each), The frst triduum was 
assigned’ to the Courtiers and Spiri- 
tual leaders, the second, to the Army, 
the third to the Merchants and| 
Traders, and the 4th to the Crafts- 
men and Farmers, who on their 
respective triduums could find time| 
to visit and disport themselves as| 
was fit, The actual day of the Equi- 
ox, however, was reserved for the| 
Emperor and His —Representatives| 
and Satraps in the provinces. On 
this day, all ranks had to present| 
themselves before the | Emperor  1o| 
express their congratulations and| 
gratitude, and the Emperor would| 
grant their requests for amnestiy 
‘The 13th day of the New Year wi 
assigned to all the populace of . the 
Fealm, who were to go out of town 
into the gardens and meadows and 
mix in a democratic manner as at 9 
picnic, “in an allegorical manner 
welcoming the coming of Spring into 

If we glance into 
Iran (Persia), we ‘will - notice that 
since the days of Jamshid, which) 
stretches back well, over 4,000 years, 
ran has seen many ups and downs 
‘and has undergone many changes, 
but Iranians up to the present day, 
have preserved the New Year day 
(Nowreoz) of Jamshid with practic- 
ally all its deseribed- details, includ- 
Jing the general picnic day ‘on the 
13th day of the Ist month. 

Even in China, we Iranians en- 
quire from  Siccawe| Observatory, 
every year, for the exact hour, minute 
and second of the Equinex, and| 
gether together to await the mo- 
ment.

‘The inquest on the late Mr, David 
Hal Benjamin, Shanghal real estate 
agent, who was found dead ‘in’ a 
wash-room of the International Ree 
Feation Club in Bubbling Well Road 
on March 11, was opened in HM. 
Police Court by the Coroner, Mr, 
H. Maines, on Tuesday afternoon,

‘n hls pocket, When. she approached 
hhim ‘he had shouted, “Le 
Leave me alone.” She then took his| 
father into his sister's bedroom: and 
called the witness, 





















Bubbling Well Police Station handed 
it in and was told it would be des-| 
troyed, Witness sald he took the re- 
volver to the police because. he 
thought it would not be safe to le: 

it in the house after ‘his father" 
threats, 

‘Witness said_he was associated 
with “his father the 
Anancial position of which so far as 
he knew was “not very bad.” ‘The 
Coroner then read extracts from 
various letters written by the deceased 
relating to financial worrl 
witness said he knew nothing of them, 
but, thought hhis father’s business. was 
Jn debt to the sum of about $10,000.

‘The Chinese boy, who| 
first noticed the body of the deceased 
lying In a pool of blood, also gave| 
evidence, 

Insp. B, B, Boddy sald that tow 
inches from ‘the right hand of the 
deceased was founda Bengal razor. 
‘At the office of the deceased he found 
‘a receipt for an Oliver Johnson 32 
Fevolver and Ave rounds of ammunl- 
tion, and a razor case. Later he made 
‘second search of the office and in a| 
‘safe amongst other business letters, 
found a declaration of trust’ and six 
‘tax receipts, 

Deceased's son said the razor case 
tound in the ofce of hs father was 
originally brought to the office 
himself a few months ago. “He kept 
the razor for sharpening pencils. 

‘On the day pf his father's death| 
they had gone to the office together 
and his father was in quite cheerful 
mood but he did not see his father 
leave the office that morning. The 
chauffeur of the deceased was also 
cealled but was unable to throw any 
ight on the movements of the decea~ 
sed except that he saw him leave the 
‘office at about 9.20 a.m, that day. ‘The 
Chinese boy at the IRC. said that 
the deceased went into the wash-room 
at about 9.40 and it was at Iam. that 
hhe looked under the door of the room| 
and saw the body of the deceased 
lying ina pool of blood.

They gather 
here, one learns from the author, 
for the delectation of the yellow 
race that loves to take its pleasures 
fat the expense of the humiliation 
of the whites. And the book tells 
how they meet here. 








‘The first inquiry is, of course, 
‘whether there is a road for women 
from Paris to the Far East. The 
‘author says there is, and sets to 
work to prove it. One may perhaps 
be pardoned the comment that, if 
there is, it is not much travelled, 
since there are hardly more than 
half a dozen Frenchwomen in 
Shanghai who habitually follow the 
oldest profession. However that 
may be, the author discovered the 
road—and followed it. He found 
the first traces of it somewhere 
between a café in Paris and a 
barber's shop, and he verified the 
{traces in the offices of high officials, 
where he was treated to information 
about every conceivable subject ex- 
‘cept the one he was asking about. 
‘In Marseilles he found more to spur 
‘him on his quest. On the boat to 
the Far East his worst fears were 
confirmed; he was sure there was 
a “road. . 

On arrival at Singapore the 
author embarked upon what he 
calls the “Southern Round.” Sing- 
apore he criticizes as being “wide 
open” and “hypocritical.” ‘The 
“Southern Round” includes Malaya, 
Siam, the Netherlands East Indies, 
and French Indo-China. Here are 
some of his conclusions:— 

“These worthy coloured men 
hhave......learnt from us the power 

















of beninotes. They have their 


coffers bursting with them. They 
address themselves to Anglo-Saxon 


buying and selling of all kinds of 
merchandise for them. 

"Please, Mr. Brown, can you get 
me a white madame?” 

"Yes, sir, all right” 

“The 'imperturbable middleman 
transmits the order. ‘The only thing 
hhe avolds asking for is a respect- 
able English or American girl He 
suggests, instead, the dispatch of a 
French girl, depraved, in his eyes, 
from birth. 

“So, especially from Paris, in the 
‘opposite direction to the road to 
Buenos Aires, is traced the quite 
new road to the Far East, the Road 
to Shanghai. This route of prostitu- 
ion is, no doubt, not yet 30 
frequented as the ‘American one. 
‘Those who pass along if, as yet, 
are fewer. But it exists, Women 
do pass along it; and their number 
is growing. For their appeal—a 
‘sex appeal’ if ever there was one 
—swelis in volume, proclaimed in 
the ‘pidgin’ and all the other 
dialects of the Asiatic Babel.” 

‘The accuracy of this summary 
can be left to the judgment of any- 
‘one who has had experience in the 
Far East. It may be as well to 
jump the author's investigations in. 
Hongkong—which he treats un- 
kindly on account of the mui tsais 
—Canton, and other ports in the: 
south, and reach “Shanghai the 

i Shanghai the —stuper 
Shanghai, with its 
majesty, all its medley, all its part 
coloured pleasures—Shanghai, city 
whose romance has become legen~ 
dary, but which still remains 
blaantly realist”, as the author 
deseribes us. That preliminary 
description should be enough to 
enable the reader to gauge the ex- 
travagance or otherwise of M. 
Champly’s conclusions about this, 
city. What the author has to say 
about Shanghai is well worth read~ 
ing. It is reall entertaining. 
‘Among those who, however, date 
their acquaintance with this port 
back to the time when princesses 
were to be garnered in cabarets, 
for no more than a request for 
their past history, it may seem a 
rife surprising that M. Champly 
accepted with such alacrity every- 
thing that he was told. There is 
hardly an old hand here who could 
not re-tell some tales of hardship 
and fall from high estate spun over 
a “bottle of vine” in the early, 
hours of the morning. But the 
difference between an old hand and 
‘a fleeting investigator is that the 
‘old hand, after hearing the story a 
score or more of times, becomes a 
Iittle sceptical, though’ he has no 
eblection to hearing it all over 
agein, 





In many of the stories M. 
Champly chronicles there is just. 
sufficient truth to make the com- 
lacent resident of this port a little 
‘uneasy. The tragedy of the position 
of Russian women here has been 
‘emphasized in official reports to the 
League of Nations and in the press 
‘of the world time and again, In- 
dividual stories of the experiences 
‘of women who have been forcibly 
ejected from their homes and have 
had to face the world without any 
help—women who may have sunk 
very low in their attempt to save 
themselves from sinking out of 
sight altogether—can be harrowing. 
They can be just as harrowing 
anywhere else in the world, how- 
jever—Paris, Berlin, London, or 
New York.’ There ‘is nothing in 
them to show that unique and 
‘stupendous Shanghat is to blame. 

What of the night life here? 
Some of the description will com: 
as a surprise to many. Here is the 
story of one of the women M. 
‘Champly interviewed. 

“Kala was educated at the 
French convent in Harbin, she's 
often let it be understood that she 
4s.a Parisian; and in that case, with 
the Chinese of nowadays, a white 
woman is worth three times as 
miuch.......As soon as she arrived 
in Shanghai, Ketla was taken on at 
‘once in the dearest brothel here, in 
Rus Lafayette in the French Con- 
cession, It is a discreet little 
hotel. The owner is an American 
woman. No women live in the 
house. Everything is arranged by 
telephone. ‘The lowest price is 
‘tty dollars. The clients are 














agents, generally, who negotiate the | Caz.

ON THE ROAD TO TENGYUEH 
A Trip to the Capital of Western Yunnan by. 


Way of 


"While I was in Tengyueh the op- 
portunity arose for visiting the lake 
of Ching Hiaj and proceeding thence 
to the Shweli River. This was in- 
deed a stroke of fortune since the 
highlands beyond Tengyueh are 
rarely seen by travellers, or even 
by the inhabitants of Yunnan itself. 
The wet weather which had pre-| 
vented me from moving about freely| 
during “the first week since my 
arrival had passed away leaving in| 
its place gloriously fine winter sun-_ 
shine. ‘The only cause for complaint 
‘was that certain chafes and blisters 
which had developed during the| 
journey from Burma had not healed 
fm the usual way, but T had not yet| 
diagnosed them as Mud sores, which 
is ‘what they” really were.” Those 
who travel on bad jungle tracks in| 
the rains in Burma are painfully 
familiar with the Mud sore which: 
ig akin to the Busra sore, or to the: 
Frontier sore of northern. India. 
Coming into Yunnan from Bhamo 1 
hhad frequently had my boots wet, 
and in this way had got the usual 
chafes infecied. It is only necessary 
to add that every village was. in- 
fested with pigs. Mud sores are 
nasty intractable things which keep 
braking out anew just a3 they appear 
to be on the point of healing, and 
now, after three months, Tam still 
having them. treated. Ali 1 realized 
on starting for Ching Hai was that 
my Blisters bed not healed, and 
that they were extraordinarily ten- 


der, 
Hospitable Yonnan 
‘One brilliant afternoon we set out 
fter tea. Ching Hai is only nine. 
ss away in the mountains, so there 
was no need for an early. start, 
‘There was en air of profound tran- 
quility over the Tengyueh plain. The 
people were elther basking in the 
Sunshine after the wet spell, or 
‘washing their clothes in the swollen 
streams. ‘That tranquility is not at 
all deceptive. A Burman I met, and 
who had lived here for many years, 
told me that he liked Yunnan be- 
‘cause the people were so hospitable 
to strangern In Tengyueh city we 
habitually walked home in the dark 
and througa the narrowest lanes 
unattended. f should say Yunnan is 
definitely safer to live in and to 
travel in than many parts of Burma. 
T. suppose Yunnan's tranquility is 
unique. 

‘We walked all that afternoon 
across the plain and through the 
mountains beyond, till we came to 
the village of Hal ‘Kou—"Entrance (9 
the Sea"—whence we climbed the 
ridge which separates this village 
from the “Bright Sea” of Ching Hai, 
the lovely mountainslocked lake 
which was our objective. The vil- 
Tage on one side of the ridge ig a 
00d deal lower than the Jake on the 
Other, Here there was some laculia 
in bloom, hut a different variety 
with larger flowers and a better 
scent to the kind that is most com- 
mon in Burma. These grassy hills 
are coveret with wild flower 
though November is not the best 
season for them. Blue iris and a 
brier rose are exceedingly common 
at the righ. season of the year, and 
primulas grcw in many of the tem- 
ples. Lung Wong Shu is remarkable 
for its carpet of cowslips. ‘The lava 
beds which surround the three vol- 
canoes near Tengyueh are literally 
festooned with orchids in the rains. 

Six Thousand Feet Up 


Ching Hal is really charming. The 
lake is perbaps a mile long and 
half a mile wide, and is surrounded 
with bare bills which rise up into 
2 peak on one side. ‘The surface of 
the water when we arrived was 
covered with duck, and geese whic 
rest here cll day, feeding in the 
‘adjacent country at night. On the 
banks of tais lake we pitched a 
camp as soon as the baggage mules 

















Besides, they're tactful; they don't 
ask questions....In Rue Latayette 
she spent an hour with Mr. W. a 
very rich English Jew.

came in just before dusk. ‘The ele- 
vation is not less. than ‘6,000 feet, 
and it is pretty cold, indeed tpo cold 
to be pleasant, I did not sleep well 
at_nights, 

‘The next day (November 12) 
was. Sun Yat-sen's birthday, | to 
which fact 1 owed, to some extent, 
this remarkable journey since tt was 
a holiday for my companions, After 
fan early breakfast we set off to 
visit the Casin Bridge across the 
Shweli River, and the falls of the 
Shweli River, which were to set a 
crown upon’ these explorations in 
Yunnan, since, as I have said, these 
laces are rarely visited. Our, way 
lay along a valley of extraordinary 
charm, Sometimes we crossed mea- 
dow 
spangled with flower 
we found the turf country covered 
with firs and other trees. It was 
like that all the way to the village 
of Pei-kyachaw (North Bridge River) 
where there was a very ancient, 
humpy and picturesque bridge across 
a-small steam. Here, and in a 
umber of other places, we saw 
{roups of “direction stones," or tab- 
lets, set up for the supposed benefit 
of travellers by people who have 
some desire they wish to be fulfilled. 
Hitherto the road had’ been fairly 
level, and unusually wide, though 
the stone-paved surface was very 
tiring to the feet: but now we de- 
seended a long, narrow valley where 
there was not much sunshine, and 
where, consequently, the path was a 
suceession of ridge and furrow 
swamps which delayed us a good 
deal: ‘but, at length we reached a 
wide paddy plain in which the 
Shwelt (stil invisible to us) flows. 
‘Over against us stood the mountains 
which constitute the Irrawaddy- 
Salween divide, 


A Pink and Grey Wall 


‘The Irrawaddy-Salween divide was 
really one of the most arresting 
things we saw during the whole of 
this memorable tour.” It seemed 
somehow to have lept towards us, 
fand there were now no intervening, 
ranges between us and it, These 
‘mountains rose lke a pink and grey 
wall right neross our world. Real 
mountains they were, too, without 
break or gap, and ‘soaring in a 
‘succession of rocky peaks to well 
over 12,000 feet. 

T have heard, and read, and even 
written, of this divide, which fur- 
ther north is the frontier between 
Burma and China, Here, it has 
ceased to be so, but it is an uncom- 
‘womising ridge which can only be 
“rossed at a few points. In fact 
there are probably ‘not more than 
20,000 true Chinese to the west 
of it in these parts, and the 
population of Tengyueh itself is only 
about nine or ten thousand. Another

romantic pecularity of this country 
is that four of the world’s greatest 
rivers, the Irrawaddy,  Salween, 
Mekong ant Yangtze, which reach 
the sea at such widely different 
points, are here crowded together 
Into a comparatively small area, 

‘As we sat on the edge of the plain 
looking acruss the ripe paddy crops, 
‘one’s eyes were fascinated by that 
lofty wail of mountains. 

‘On the plain the Chinese villagers 
were reaping thelr rice. This they 
do, us it were, on one motion, beat- 
Ing the stalks into ‘a basket as soon 
fas they are cut. A fow whacks re- 
moves all the grain. It is, 1 think, 
an unusual procedure, though T saw 
a few people working in the same 
way near Tengyueh, 

Corious Chins Bridge 

‘You come quite suddenly upon the 
Shweli Howe, and upon the curious 
chain ridge which spans it. The: 
Fiver is pethaps 120 feet wide, and 
very, swift since it is gathering 
Welt “for the Jeap over the 
falls. a. thousand. yards lower 
down, “There is. a “stone struc 
ture, or pier, on each bank which 
may be regutded as a bridge house, 
Since there are ornamental rooves on 
feach of these approaches lo the 
bridge, The roadway is carried out 
for a few feet on cantilevers, from 
the ends of which the chain span 
begins. ‘There are ten chains which 
support the roadway, and two more 
which act as handrails, The links 
of the chain are about q span and 
© half long, and they are as thick 
fas one’s thumb: and 1 believe they 
were forged in Tengyueh where 
there is said to be iron. These chain 
bridges of which there are several 
(one across the Mekong I think) are 
peculiar to Yunnan. I was told 
they do not occur elsewhere. This 
fone was repaired three or four years 
‘ago, but I believe it was built dui 
Ing'the Ming dynasty, though I have 
heard the slatement denied, 

From the Lridge we turned down| 
along the river bank to visit the 
falls’ which are about half a mile 
below. The fiver is very swift, but 
somehow cormorants manage to’ ive 
in it and we saw several pop Up 
unexpectedly out of the water. I 
Iso noticed what 1 imagine to be a 
Fare Redstart’ a blackish bird with 
white cap ond chestnut tail. ‘There 
are some fire willow trees on the 
bank, 




















‘The Horseshoe Fall 
‘The falls, which ia the dry season 
shrink to three detached cascades, 
now occupied the whole breadth of 
the river in a horseshoe. After the 
rain I supp.se they were at their 
very best, and they really are 
magnificent, though they are not 
more than twenty feet high. They 
looked like a miniature Niagra as 
they lept over the rocks in a 
smother of fcam. The country round 
about has a pleasingly park-like ap- 
pearance. We took our lunch above 
the falls and for nearly an hour 
enjoyed their splendid beauty. 


‘This expedition. took us the whole 
day from morning tll dusk, though 
the distance is probably not more 
than eighteen miles there and back 
from Ching Hal. We were all very 
tired, and it was an occasion for 
strongly lacing our tea with whiskey 
‘when at last we regained our camp 
beside the placid waters of the 
Bright Sea. The duck and geese 
were already thinking of moving off 
to their night feeding grounds. We 
could not v:ry well see them against 
the darkening sky, but the whir of 
their wings filled the air. As a mat- 
ter of fact these birds are very 
wise, and give the sportanan few 
chances even during the fighting. 
It is only when the wind gradually 
rifts them across the lake towards 
the bank that one may have a shot 
at them.

feet deep. Lying as it does in a 
fold of the mountains it may well 
be so. 

A Plok-me-Up 

‘The whickey-laced tea bucked me 
up considerably, and looking back 
fon the day’s adventures I felt glad 
that Thad ‘been privileged to sce 
this part of Yunnan before it has 
been disturbed even by a motor road. 
T don’t suppose the country will be 
‘opened up for many a long year, 
if ever, but even q motor road 
would ' rob it of something of ite 
beautiful and romantic simplicity. 

‘On November” 13, ‘while the 
duck were still whirling down to- 
wards the uight Sea, we broke our 
camp and returned via Fan-chia-chal 
fo Tengyuen down a narrow ‘grassy, 
fir-filled glen. ‘This path was not 
the same a: that which we had 
followed on the outward journey. 
Near Fan-hlacchal we saw the 
Taiping (or at least this branch of 
it) within two ‘or three miles of its 
source. ‘Though we were not shoot- 
ng, and had to hurry along et a 
good pace, we put up one woodcock 
‘and ten’ pheasants, ‘The country 
abounds with pheasants, both the 
silver and the Lady Amherst. The 
small game shooting indeed 1s very 
‘good, and includes pheasant, duck, 
eese, a few sniple, quail and har 
Jungle fow: is limited to the areas 
Rear the Burmese frontier where 
there are forests. Big game is less 
plentiful, but to the south there Is 
bear to'be had, and the lava beds 
fare the “haunt of a” species of 
gurral. 

On ‘reaching the Tengyueh plain 
we took a path across. It which 
brought us to the north gate of the 
elty: the only one which has mo 
suburb outside It. ‘The gate has an 
ornamental turrier, and is rather 
picturesque. One way and another 
we had covered 40 miler in’ these 
three days, and I confess to being 
very tired, Distances here are most 
ly counted by hours: but two miles 


























an hour, even on rough roads, 1s 
often an underestimate. Someone

"Sin is not, therefore, 
Inereased by the doing of an action; 
and nothing mars the soul except 
what is of its own nature, namely 
consent.” ‘This emphasis upon in- 
tention runs through the whole of 
Abelard’s treatise. But the intention 
must find Hs basis «in reason; it 
“must not be called good, merely 
because it seems good, but over and 
above this, because it is such as it 
is estimated to be.” 

‘Here we find the modern and the 
Protestant note inthe utterances of 
the “Nominalist “philosopher who 
triumphed over his less brilliant 
masters, William of Champeaux and 
‘Anselm, but also the sound instinct,

‘The author of the two studies in| 
this” volume—The Doctrines of 
Marxism in the Light of the Russian 
Revolution, and’ ‘The Results of 
Economic Planning in Russia—was 
Professor of Agricultural Economies 
at St. Petersburg from 1907 to 1922. 
From the beginning of the new 
régime he devoted” himself to a 
feritieal analysis of the problems of|

BENEVOLENT SOCIETY CONCERT: A SPEECH BY MRS.
